The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 
claimed elements for Claim 1 a switch mechanism for use in a power tool having first 
and second switches, wherein the second switch positioned across a handle, of the 
switch mechanism, in opposite direction of the first switch, with first and second 
abutments extending from the first and second switches "in generally toward one 
another in generally opposed parallel relationship, said second abutment being 
displaceable by movement of said second switch between a first position in which said 
first and second abutments are in end to end contact when said second switch is in said 
neutral position, and second and third positions in which said first and second

claimed elements defines the claim over the art of record.
